p o lis p ap er. 
Deery was arrested Satu rday n ight 
an d.after almo st co n tin u o u s “sweat­ 
in g” u n til 4 o ’clo ck y esterday after­ 
n o o n , the p o lice say he gav e a sign ed 
co n fessio n , imp licatin g Martin , who , 
in the mean time, had been arrested in 
Green field. 
The New Palestin e ban k was ro b­ 
bed o f $6 ,416 , the ro bbers escap in g 
to In dian ap o lis o n a han d-car, where 
trace o f them was lo st. 
Detectiv es 
Simo n an d Man n in g who made the 
arrest, were p u t

The statemen t the p o lice say Dee­ 
ry sign ed fo llo w's su bstan tially : 
Deery met Martin o n Washin gto n 
street the n ight o f December 1, an d 
was ask ed by Martin if he had an y 
mo n ey . 
When Deery said he had 
n o t, Martin su ggested “crack in g” the 
safe o f the New

ban k . 
They set the n ight o f December 29 
fo r the ro bbery .

Chicago, Jan 16.—Millions of pou nds 
of cold storage bu tter, eggs, cheese 
and pou ltry, some of it five years old, 
according to estimates of dealers, are 
abou t to be thrown on the market and 
sacrificed at whatever price they will 
bring as the resu lt of the collapse 
within the last few days of the “food 
tru st,” which by steady aggressions 
has piled prices of provisions u p to 
their present figu res. 
Chicago wholesalers admit^the bot­ 
tom has fallen ou t of prices for dairy 
produ cts and pou ltry and that a big 
slu mp is du e as soon as the contents 
of the cold storage warehou ses can be 
pu t on the market. 
They claim an 
attempt is being made by retailers to 
keep prices u p to an abnormal level by 
bu ying small stocks at low figu res and 
selling them to the pu blic at the old 
high levels. 
Althou gh the collapse of the “cor^ 
ner” is likely to be felt most keenly 
by the cold storage men of Chicago, 
the pinch will be felt In many of the 
important shipping centers of the east 
and middle west. Chicago, New York, 
Philadelphia. Omaha. Kansas City, St. 
Lou is and Minneapolis were spoken of 
as the points where most of the u n­ 
loading probably wou ld be done. The 
collapse has been du e to natu ral 
cau ses. 
Ju st how mu ch food is in storage in 
and arou nd Chicago, there is no means 
of ascertaining. Only the wholesalers 
know and they will not tell. 
A few 
days ago one firm controlling thirty- 
two warehou ses admitted it had in 
storage 44,000,000 pou nds of bu tter 
that mu st be gotten rid of before 
May 1.

A Good Way to Cook Trout. 
Build y our tire autl let it burn until 
y ou hace a good bed of hot stones and 
ashes. 
Have y our trout, cleaned and 
washtHi, ready at hand on any thing 
convenient. 
Pluck an arm ful of bal­ 
sam twigs. 
Rake out y our tire, leav­ 
ing a base of hot stones and ashes. 
Up on this base lay balsam twigs till 
y ou have a lay er from six to ten 
inches thick. 
Now p ut y our trout in a 
row up on this lay er and cover with 
another lay er of equal thickness. Over 
all lay ashes and hot stones. 
Then 
smoke y our p ip e for, say . twenty min­ 
utes. 
Wheu at last y ou gently remove 
the coverings y ou will think at first 
that the trout have not been cooked at 
all. 
There they lie in all their moist 
beauty , colored as when they first 
came to y our basket. 
But be careful 
how* y ou handle them or they w ill fall 
ap art, so tender are they . 
Steamed 
through and through by the heated 
essences of the balsam, they give out 
a faint aromatic redolence that adds a 
subtle p erfection to the flavor.—Ban­ 
nister Merw in in Outing.

For Detaining White Women and 
One 
For 
M urder— When 
Ropes 
Broke With Weight of Two of the 
Victims They Started to F. n, but 


Bullets of the Mob Overtook Them. 
V 
Shelby ville, Ky., Jan. 16 .—A mob of 
twenty people visit 3d the jail Sunday 
morning between 3 and 4 o’clock, de­ 
manded the key s of Jailer Edward 
Thompson, and 
proceeded to hang 
three negroes who were incarcerated 
in the jail, two of whom were held on, 
the charge of detaining white women 
and the third convicted of murdering 
an old negro woman. 
The mob was 
an orderly one, but determined, and 
all were masked. 
Before visiting t he jail the mob raid­ 
ed a blacksm ith shop, secured a sledge 
ham m er, a bolt cutter and various 
other tools. They w ent to the jail and 
dem anded the key s. 
The jailer fore­ 
saw trouble if he did not comply with 
the w’ishes of the crowd, and surren­ 
dered the key s. W ithin a m om ent the 
big doors w ere broken down w ith the 
sledge and the men w ere inside the 
jail. 
They then proceeded to cut the 
bolts which held the doors of the cage 
in which the prisoners w ere sleeping. 
D espite the pleadings of the negroes 
they w ere dragged through the streets 
and hanged just before day light on the 
C hesapeake & Ohio railroad bridge. 
The three negroes, Eugene M arshall, 
who had been sentenced to be hanged 
for the m urder of an old negro woman 
here; W ade P atterson, charged with 
detaining Elizabeth Ruben, a w hite 
girl, against her will, and Jam es W est, 
also charged with detaining Mary Co­ 
ley , a w hite girl, here about a m onth 
ago, all pleadea for th eir lives, but 
w ere hurried to the bridge and exe­ 
cuted. 
As they w ere being strung up the 
rope which held P atterson and W est 
broke and the two m en ran through 
the woods nearby to escape. 
Drawing 
their guns the mob literally riddled 
the body of P atterson, which was 
found ly ing beside a stream . 
He had 
been shot s t least a dozen tim es. The 
body of W est has not been located. It 
is certain, however, th a t he is dead.

Indiana Farmers to Unite In 
Study Course. 


Lafay ette, Ind., Jan. 16 .—As the re­ 
sult of one of the m ost highly success­ 
ful farm ers’ short courses ever held 
a t Purdue, it was announced at the 
closing session th at a gigantic federa 
tion th a t would bring together farm ­ 
ers throughout the state would be per­ 
fected. 
It will be known as the Fed­ 
eration of A gricultural A ssociations of 
Indiana. 
The m ovem ent to federate the vari­ 
ous associations, to unify the farm in­ 
terests of the state and obtain com­ 
plete co-operation, has been on foot for 
several m onths, but action taken at 
the great educational assem bly last 
week assures the success of the propo­ 
sition. 
The federation will take in the In­ 
diana Dairy association, the Indiana 
Live Stock B reeders’ association, the 
Indiana H orticultupral Society and the 
Indiana Poultry association. 
“The m ain purpose of this federa­ 
tion,” said Prof. George C hristie, su­ 
perintendent of agricultural extension 
in Indiana, “is to build up the country ; 
to take up the large q uestions con­ 
fronting Indiana farm ers and try to 
solve them by united efTort; to bring 
about an era of g reater agriculture in 
Indiana and raise the standard of 
farm ing in all its branches and life on 
the farm as well.”

Indianapolis, J5n. lfi.—The general 
i suinbly resumed 
its 
deliberations 
‘ h : 3 afternoon at 2 o’clock after a re- 
.:s since Friday . 
During this inter­ 
im the various committees were not 
lie and the assembly may now be said 
to have its decks cleared for action 
the legislators knowing with tolerable 
definiteness just about “where they 
are at.” 
T here is every indication that the 
present week will see some hard fight­ 
ing in the legislature over the enact­ 
m ent of some of the important laws 
proposed. Most of the im portant bills, 
especially those dealing w ith the sub­ 
jects discussed in the D em ocratic state 
platform and m any of those urged by 
G overnor M arshall In his m essage, 
have been 
introduced. 
None of the 
im portant m easures will be reported 
in either house until after the election 
of John W. K ern to the U nited States 
senate to succeed Senator Beveridge, 
which will be the big features Tuesday 
and W ednesday . 
The hardest fights will come over 
the enactm ent of the bill am ending the 
county local option law with the units 
of city , tow nship and territo ry in a 
tow nship outside a city or town, the 
bill proposing better regulation and a 
high licence and restriction of salocns, 
th e bill providing for a direct prim ary 
law, th at providing for the initiative 
and referendum , the registration bill, 
a 
highway law such as is proposed by 
the Good Roads association and the 
q uestion of am ending the public ac­ 
counting law. 
The local option am endm ent bills 
were introduced by Senator Proctor In 
the senate and R epresentative Keeney 
In the house. 
The senate and house 
oom m lttees on public m orals, which 
have these bills under consideration, 
w ere Instructed by Senator Proctor to 
strike out the unit of the incorporated 
town for which the bill provided when 
introduced. 
T here are many Demo 
crats who have announced th at now 
they will support the bill, since it does 
not go bey ond the pledges m ade in 
the D em ocratic state platform , provid­ 
ed, however, th at careful provision is 
m ade against the destruction of the 
Moore rem onstrance law, which the 
D em ocratic state platform say s shall 
not be affected. 
T here are m em bers w’ho do not like 
some of the provisions in the regis­ 
tration bills, and there is every indi­ 
cation of a w arm fight before a bill is 
constructed th at will be satisfactory 
to all. 
The bill providing for weekly 
pay m ent of wages in conform ity witn 
the pledges in the D em ocratic plat­ 
form has been introduced in the house 
The bill seeks only to am end the pres­ 
ent wage law', which provides for the 
pay m ent of wages by eorporations and 
m anufactories bi-weekly . 
The 
plat­ 
form provided for “better m aintenance 
of turnpikes and highw ay s” and sev 
eral bills intended to carry out this 
pledge have been introduced both in 
th e house and senate. 
A bill covering the platform pledge 
th at the office of state factory inspec 
to r and the state labor com m ission be 
consolidated and called the “state de­ 
partm ent of labor” has not y et been 
introduced, but it will go into the hop­ 
per some tim e this week. 
A bill is 
y et to be introduced, also, giving the 
governor the right to appoint the state 
m ine inspector, as provided in the 
D em ocratic state platform . A bill now 
being prepared, which will provide for 
voluntary arbitration of disputes be 
tw een capital and labor, inasm uch as 
com pulsory arbitration, for w'hich the 
state platform provides, w'ould be un 
constitutional, will be presented by the 
leaders of organized labor this week 
A nother bill in conform ity wdth the 
pledges of the D em ocratic party , y et 
to be introduced, is th at which will 
provide for m arking prison-m ade goods 
so they shall not come in com petition 
with goods m ade by free labor. 
M any of the bills recom m ended in 
Gov. M arshall’s m essage are provided 
for in the Dem ocratic state plktform 
The governor asked the power to re­ 
move officials who refused to do their 
duty . This provision in the governor’s 
m essage aroused a storm of opposition 
am ong the m em bers of both housee, it 
being contended th at such 
a law would 
m ake the governor’s power as absolute 
as th at of a czar. 
The opposition has 
been so strong th a t it has been found 
Im practical and futile to attem pt the 
passage of such a m easure, so a bill 
w+n introduced giving any taxpay er 
the right to petition the circuit court 
for the rem oval of a public official who 
refuses to do his duty . 
T here are several bills intended to 
am end the public accounting law so 
as to take aw ay the one-man power 
which, it is charged, the law places In 
the hands of th e chief exam iner, pro­ 
viding for few er exam iners, go as to 
make the law less expensive, and pro­ 
viding also for notice to officials whose 
books hav e been found 
to be short, so 
the officials may hav e a hearing before 
the report is made public.

take its place. 
The Public Aeeoun- 
ing law is a close second in the de­ 
gree of public interest aroused. 
“There is very little q uestion in 
my mind that the majority will re­ 
peal the county option law, though 
they will have any thing hut smooth 
sailing while doii^g it. 
They lare 
hearing from the people, and many 
Democrats are beginning to realize 
as they have not done before just 
what they are up against. 
On the 
other hand the brewers and liq uor 
interests are standing pat, and re­ 
minding the members of what the 
present Democratic legislature was 
elected for. 
At least two Demo­ 
crats in the Senate are ex pected to 
stand out against repeal, and there 
might have been others had it not 
jeen for the attitude of Governor 
Marshall, as revealed conclusively at 
last in his message to the legisla­ 
ture on the opening day . 
“The present is the first legislature 
ince I have been a member, in which 
a hill could be brought in boldly with 
the announcement, ‘this is the brew­ 
ers’ measure/ and 
the 
promoters 
claim special consideration for it for 
that reason. 
I, of course, do not 
know just what the people -are going 
to get before we are through, but I 
do know that the temperance q ues­ 
tion is being looked at from a differ­ 
ent angle at the capital by those who 
have the power of legislation. 
‘I spoke of the accounting law. 
It has req uired one sharp resolution 
in the House, and tlie* threat of an­ 
other. to get an accounting from the 
board whose business it is to req uire 
accountings of others. 
I know of no 
new reform in recent y ears that has 
handicapped 
its own prospects so 
adly . 
So fa r its cost to the people 
is about three times the amount it 
has recovered, and it bears the stig­ 
ma of having been used as a political 
machine in a most shameless manner. 
“The principle underly ing the law 
is a good one, and at the outset I 
endorsed it, but when a 
partisan 
hoard with top heavy salaries was 
provided for, I balked. You may re­ 
call that in the last legislature I was 
a member of a Senate sub-commit­ 
tee that recommended changes in the 
bill, making the board honestly bi­ 
partisan and fix ing a scale of moder­ 
ate salaries and per diem for the 
officers and employ es, but our rec­ 
ommendations were 
almost 
indig­ 
nantly rejected. 
I predicted Hlien 
that the new department would be 
biade a DemJociiaXic political m a­ 
chine and that its cost would be out 
of proportion to the value of its ser­ 
vices and refused to vote for the bill. 
And I know several 
legislators who 
voted for it who would gladly trade 
records with me. 
“However, 
amendments may be 
adopted at the present session that 
will make it a good law. 
At least I 
hope so.”
